Another now iqliplication of dectricitj 
as a motor has been experimented in at 
Paris. M. G. Brouve, a well-known 
electrician, has devised « BMlltod of ap- 
plying the electrical current to the pro- 
pnlaion of a boat, and the^results have 
been eminently satisfactory. ' The ex- 
periments have been made on the Seine 
on several occasions with a. small boat 
containing from two to six persons. The 
btMlhas five and * half meten long^ one 
and a fifth broad, and weighs eighty 
kilogrammes. M. Trouve's electric mo- 
tor consisted of a Siemens coil, which, 
by a simple but ingenious arrangement 
is made to transmit its power to a three- 
bladed screw at the stem of the boat 
The motor itself is fixed on the upper 
part of the rudder, whioh it follows in 
its movements, as does also the screw. 
The motor, with itn accessories, does 
not weigh more than five kilograiiiBkee. 
In the center of the boat are ammged 
two bichromate of potassium batteriea of 
six elements each, and with a tots] 
weight of twenty-four kilogrammes. 
The two batteries may be employed to- 
gether or separately, and at uight while 
the one is driving the screw, the other 
may be used for lighting purposes. M. 
Trouve's apparatus may be adapted to 
any boat, 'and there seems no reason 
whatever whv it might not be so modi- 
fied as to he ni)plicable to vessels oi 
much larffer dimensions than that ex- 
perimental <me, which sailed against the 
current at the rate of one metre per sec- 
ond, and with it at the rate of two and a 
half metres. Experiments in navigation 
by electricity were made on the Neva iu 
1849 by Jucobi, but the method adopted 
had so many diaw backs as to be prac- 
tically naelflts.— Pa// Mall Oaaette,

The Geysers of Iceland. 

The geysers are dying out, like thous- 
anda of others whose remains are scat- 
tered around the field on which they 
now are active. To-day there are but 

two goyserR, unless you dignify the 
dozen of little bubbling streams that 
struggle up through the brick-oolor(}d 
mud in the neighborhood. The region 
about the geysers is like an immenf^e 
poultice, ana viewed comprehensively 
looks like a bad case of smallpox. Erup> 
tions, great and small, pit and scar the 
whole surface. In some places the 
^ound is baked hard, and in dose vidn- 
ity to the great springs is covered with a 
vitreous coating like earthenware; in 
other placas it is boggy and soft enough 
to sink waist deep. I hare said that we 
old stories nT)out the geysers may have 
been true when written, for the guides 
and natives inform me that within their 
recollection the spoutings have grown 
less frequent year by year, and I have 
not heard of anyone who has witnessed 
the great geyser active this season. At 
all events I did not see it. From the pit 
or basin of the great geyser clouds of 
vapor are for ever rising, andyoneaa 
see them miles away as they float off in 
great banks driven by the wind. The 
crater of the great geyser is shaped ex- 
actly like a lauoer, and in the center is 
the orifice out of which, when 
the thmg is active, the water 
spi u'*^ np as high as eighty feet, they 
say. iou can look down into it and see 
the \Nater simmering, seeming to be 
every moment ready to leap into the 
air as it passes up and down in the flue. 
By a wise provision of nature things are 
so regulated here that those who go to 
see the great geyser are not entirely 
disappointed. The smaller geyser, 
called by the natives "strokr" (the 
churn), can be made to vomit at pleas- 
ure. All that is necessarr is to gather 
a few lumps of mud and turf from the 
grass that luxuriates around the outer 
rim of the basins and throw them down 
into strokr's fiue. As soon as they are 
down he begins to rumble and give >igns 
of uneasiness, and hegrimts and groans 
in dire discomfort He seems to make 
an effort to dig<>bt the stuff, and then 
tinaliy gives it up iu disgust, tlirowing 
sotls and turf up into the air, expending 
a gi'eat volume of steam and water in 
the etl'ort. WIumi the dose is jiarticu- 
larly nauseating he throws up a colunm 
thir^ feet high, and after seeing this 
all you have to do is give Pegasus rein 
and you can say you have seeu the great 
geyser. A few feet, more or less, iu the 
matter of height does not in the least 
impair the story of any traveler, and 
hence it .happens that so many people 
have seen the great geys^.

Thecapital stock of the snld company 
shall not exceed the miiii of tlve humired t hou- 
sand dollars to l)e suhverlhed In shares of 
one hundreil dollars and wheti tlve hundred 
shall have been subscribed the said company 
may ori;aiuze and cfiniineiic > business.
